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The Metal Construction and Screw Production Plant is 400 meters west of the 
Teyno railroae station near the airfield and the Motor Vehicie ant. Aircraft 
Cor ponent Plant; it is bounced on the west by Meistrove Street which leacs 

to Meribor. The fectory was built in 1940 by Rosshant ier, an Austrian, and 
Later was taxen over br his scne-in law, Reuter end Schuseler. At that time 
the plant was calie¢ Mariboreka Tovyerna Vijakov. In 1941 it was requisitioned 
by German wuthorities, rerged with the Kruon Trust, en? enllec herburger 
Schreubenfebcik. In 1945 the tlant was netionalized and is now under the 
control of the Slovene Ministry of Production which alloertes vork and. lays. 
cown plane to be followed in production. Plans for bridge construction are 
euthorizeé both by this Ministry and by the Central Ministry of Heavy Industsy 


in Belgracée. 
At present the entire production of the slant is for rilitary needs. 


It is planned to onen a metallurgical school giving four-year courses at 
the Terno plant by the end of 1948. 


The plant employs ©00 workers, including 40 trained engineers, construction 
specialists, and clerks; there are 50 worxere in the screw ranufecturing 

Dlant. The average worker's wage is stout 5,000 dinars per month, and skilled 
personnel receive sbout &,000-cinars per ronth. In accition to the aforemen- 
tioneé personnel, approximately 1,000 to 2,000 men are evrloved in eonstruction 
work in enlaceing the vlant. 


The slent receives electric ndver fron the Fala Slovene State-controlled 
power=plant; however, it is planned to Grav power in the future from 4a nev 
power-nlant in Marlborski Otek. The Latter crlant is not overating as yet, 
since it ic waiting for a suovly of generators from the Rade Konenar factory 
(formerly a Siemens electric appliance plant)in Zagreb.
